In a decision on a petition mailed March 11, 2004, the Patent Office dismissed 
the Petition to Revive Patent Application Unintentionally Abandoned because the 
Patent Office alleges that there was no required reply. Yet, the Patent Office states that 
a Reply under 37 C.F.R, 1.13 is limited to an amendment that prima facie places the 
application in condition for allowance.
